Regulate Employment. 

Nation-wide machinery to obtain 
continuous information concerning 
unemployment conditions through- 
out the country is declared neceas- 
sary by the reports. Means for 
regulating employment _.in the prin- 
cipal industries were urged and a 
nation-wide plan of co-operation 
between the government, the pub- 
lic, trade associations, the indus- 
tries, labor, bankers and engineers 
was outlined. 

The waste-rinquiry was in charge 
of a commiteee of sixteen headed 
by J. Parke Channing, of New York, 
as chairman, and L. W. Wallace, 
of Washington, executive secretary 
of the American Engineering Coun- 
cileof the Federated American En- 
gineering societies, as vice chair- 
man. This was the beginning of 
a movement by the country’s or- 
ganized engineers, about 200,000 in 
number, to bring about better in- 
dustrial conditions and more har- 
monious relations between capital 
and labor.

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Guy Blackwell Testifies. 

Guy Blackwell, 20-year-old son of 
the Cherokee sheriff, who captured 
Daniels after a chase through the 
woods following the tragedy, was 
the first witness introduced by the, 
state following the statement of 
Arthur Heard, coroner, who proved 
the corpus delecti. It was testified 
that Daniels crawled from the car} 
handcuffed and threw the gun on 
young Blackwell, who was then en- 
gaged in repairing the car which 
had stalled. Loggins was then at 
the rear inspecting the gas tank, ac- 
cording to the boy’s statement. 
Sheriff Blackwell had gone ahead 


in another car with a captured still 
and a prisoner which the three had 


obtained earlief in the morning on 
information gained by Loggins. 

Young Blackwell raised his head 
to face a pistol in the hands of 
Daniels, it was testified, and it was 
on the command to throw up his 
hands, according to his statement, 
that Loggins rushed around from 
behind the car. According to young 
Blackwell, Daniels fired at Loggins 
as the bailiff called to him to “stop 
that.” The youth then started to 
dodge behind a bank, and’ Daniels 
jumped on him as Loggins crumpled 
and fell, he testified. 

Sheriff is Shot. 

Sheriff Biackwell, hearing the 
shot, rushed down the hill and see- 
ing Daniels scuffling with his son, 
yelled to “stop that,” and then fired 
in the air. Daniels then took young 
Blackwell's gun and started across 
the field.

ARMENIAN SUFFERING. | 


DESCRIBED BY YONAN 


All fire-engine houses in Atlanta 
will be used for substations for 
leaving bunales during the drive by 


the City Federation of Women’s 
Clubs for old clothes for Armenian 
relief. Chief W. D. Cody stated that 
he would be glad to allow those 
wishing to cOntribute clothes to the 
Armenians to leave the bundles at 
the firehouse, if it were more con- 
venient than taking the bundles to 
M. Rich & Bros.’ store. 

Announcement to this effect was 
made at a meeting of the city feder- 
ation Friday afternoon in the cham- 
ber of commerce, when Dr. Isaac M. 
Yonan, Persian minister, addressed 
the women on conditions in Ar- 
menia. 

“What have these people suffered 
and lost im this great war?’ he 
asked. “First of all, they have lost 
all their material property, their 
villages, their churches, their 
schools, their books, their trees and 
vines have been demolished and made 
a desolation. The Turkish object in 
that wild destruction was simply to 
cut off all the sources of livelihood, 
so that when the remnant of that 
people returned to their homes 
nothing they should find to Tive on, 
and thus starve to death. 

Have Met Great Losses. 

“Second, they have lost more than 
half of their total numbers in this 
war, all of whom perished by 
slaughter, famine and disease. The 
Turks were not. decent enough to 
kill them outright and finigh them 
in peace, but they were subjected 
to the most torturous deaths. Over 
800,000 of them were deported, com- 
peNing them to make long marches 
to the deserts of Syria, where they 
died by inches in the hands of hun- 
ger and thirst. 

“Over 100,000 of their daughters 
have been put to auction and sold 
for nominal prices, and today are 
living in the hall of a Turkish 
harem. The agonies of these unfor- 
tunate girls in the hands of their 
captors only heaven can measure. 
Thousands were killed by axes and 
were burned to ashes. It would 
take me hours to describe the suf- 
ferings and agonies of my people 
during the past years. May God pity 
that poor remnant who are still 
suffering. The worst massacres , 
have taken place after the armistice 
was signed. All the world knows 
of these brutal crimes. 

Homeless and Breadless. 

“Their present condition today, 
while there is misery and suffering 
among all the war-ridden nations of 
Europe, but what is their suffering 
compared with that of the Ar- 
menians. Almost friendless, home- 
less and breadless, still in the hands 
of their enemies, struggling day and 
night for a bare existence. We have 
been forgotten; we have been for- 
saken, by those good friends who 
promised us liberty and protection. 
In this hour of our extremity we 
turn our faces to this great Amer- 
ican nation and appeal for justice 
and mercy. 

“How long shall our daughters re- 
main slaves in Turkish harems? 
How long shall we be exiled and 
living in camps and mountains? 
How long shall we suffer in the 


hands of danger and nakedness? 
Would to God that this great nation! 
would feel our sorrows and would 
extend the helping hand to this for- 
lorn and strangled people.” 

Dr. Yonan will speak at the First 
Presbyterian church at the morning 
service Sunday, while Sunday after- 
noon he will address the junior or- 
der at its hall on Capitol avenue, at 
3 o’clock.

June 3.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—There is a 
strong probability that the Bureau 
yf Mines will establish at the Geor- 
gia Schvol Technology in Atlanta a 
sub-station for non metalic ores, to 
cover the government's work ot the 
Kind for the entire southeastern 
states.

Says Tubercular 
Sanatorium Needs 
Enlarged Facilities 


Editor Constitution: Having beena 
patient at the Georgia state sana- 
torium for the past seven months, I 
have become very much interested 
in the fight against tuberculosis. 

Since my education in this direc: 
tion, I have been very greatly im- 
pressed with the need here of a larg- 
er and better equipped sanatori- 
um. Only a\very small part of 
solving the problem of tuberculosis 
in Georgia can be accomplished 
until such an institution is provid- 
ed, which will take care of not only 
the whites but also of the blacks. 

Our superintendent, Dr. Glidden, 
is doing splendid work, and is most 
Sympathetic and untiring in his ef- 
forts but we on the ground see how 
badly handicapped he is. 

Last year there were 2,543 deaths 
from tuberculosis alone, 949 of these 
deaths among the whites, and 1,594 
among the blacks. At the state 
sanatorium today there are only 95 
beds to care for white patients and 
no beds at all to care for the ne- 
vro, and there are 2,895,832 people in 
Georgia. 

The wealthiest possession of a 
state is the health of her citizens. 
This year the state legislature will 
be asked for $500,000 with which to 
tonstruct the new institution. The 
welfare of Georgia citizens demands 


more adequate warfare against tu- 
berculosis. 


This new sanatorium will not 
only provide a place for these tu- 
bercular people ¢o regain their 
health, but will, by remeving them 
from the communities, prevent the 
spread of this disease. The pa- 
tients here are taught how to take 
care of themselves and how to avoid 
tuberculosis, and the more the peo- 
ple are educated in this direction, 
the sooner will Georgia be free 
from the white plague.

Editor Constitution: May I call 
your attention to what I consider a 
very great defect in the present law 
governing automobile dealers li- 
cense, which is from a personal ex- 
perience that I had on last: Sun- 
day night about 7 p. m. in front 
of Mr. H. Y. McCord’s residence on 
Ponce de Leon avenue, where we had 
stopped our car against the curb- 
ing and were talking with several 
friends, 

A car came switching by and 
damaged the left hind whee], There 
were five or six occupants in the 
touring car, carrying a dealer's num- 
ber, and they were not courteous 
enough to stop and see what dam: 
age they had done. We caught the 
number and on Monday morning I 
located the agency and went into 
their place of business. The gener- 
al manager was away and the young 
man who had charge informed me 
that there were five -tags bearing 
the same number, and so far as he 
knew all of their five tags were 
out Sunday, and he could not tell 
me, or would not tell me, who had 
those cars out. 

Now it is a well-known fact that 
if a man damages your car and is 
not considerate enough to come back 
to see what damage he has done 
that he will evade the responsibility 
as far as possible. At this writing 
at noon on Wednesday I have not 
been able to locate who was driv- 
ing that car on Sunday night, and, 
consequently, the only way that per- 
haps the claim will be adjusted 
will be to carry it into court, as 
that driver will naturally, with four 
other same numbers out, say that 
he was not on that street that 
night. 

I believe it would be a wise 
amendment to the law that auto- 
mobile dealers’ tags be required to 


take consecutive numbers and that 
the dealer be required to assign a 
number to a salesman, and a regis- 
ter of that number kept open on 
the books of the dealer, and that 
with five numbers out at one time 
it is very hard to locate the driver 
of a car. 

Knowing that your paper is al- 
ways open for that which !s for 
the good and the advancement of 
the welfare of the people and for 
their protection, I appeal to you 
that there should be some change 
in the law governing automobile 
dealerg as now -existing.

I withdraw that now, for I 
find that while smoking a man can't 
take in oxygen—part of the pleas- 
ure a man feets from smoking is the 
intoxication he gets from diminished 
breathing, more shallow breathing, 
which m@ang less oxygen absorbed 
and more carbon dioxide retained, 
increased acidosis, and all that, I 
now prescribe a wife, or a prospec- 
tive wife, or some other fellow, or 
a stick, or a dog for companion on 
the daily cruise. One might take 
along even a son or daughter, eape- 
cially if the young one occupies a 
perambulator, 


WEST PEACHTREE 
WIDENING FAVORED 


With one member dissenting, the 
Street committee of council Friday 
afternoon went on record as favor- 
able to the preposed widening of 
West Peachtree street; This is the 
second successful point that citizens 
and property owners § interested 
have scored with the city fathers. 

Last week a delegation appeared 
before the finance ecommitee and 
after hearing its argument the com- 
mittee appropriated $5,000 toward 
the work, at the same time giving 
virtual assurance that more would 
be voted when the necessity came 
to use it later. 

Friday afternoon a large delega- 
tion appeared to present the project 
to the street committee and ask the 
backing of this body. 

What West Peachtree street will 
mean to Atlanta in increased tax 
values and in the solution of fer 
traffic problem, if widened to the 
proposed width of 80 feet, was 
shown the committee in talks by 
Mrs, M. C.' Hardin, Frank P. Rice, 
W. E. Wimpey and others. 

The speakers told the committee 
that deeds approximating 8,000 
of the 10,000 lineal feet along the 
portion to be widened have been 
obtained, the property owner in each 
instance having deeded to the city 
a strip ten feet wide. 

It is the plan to widen the street 
ten feet on the west side, between 
Hunnicutt and Tenth streets, and 
ten feet on the east side, between 
Porter place and West Peachtree 
place. 

The petition presented to the com- 
mittee Friday bore the signatures 
of F. P. Rice, Vassar Woolley, J. H. 
Ewing, P. C. McDuffie, Mra. M. C. 
Hardin, James T. Wright, J. R. 
Smith and Walter T, Candler. 

Councilman Claude Ashley, the 
only member voting against the 
project, said that he could not sup- 
port the appropriation of the large 
sum that would be necessary to 
widen the street. when the city is 
so hard pressed finanelally that she 
hasn’t even enough money to keep 
her schools open the remainder of 
the year. 

The committee voted to change 
its hour of meeting during the re- 
mainder of the summer months. 
During June, July and August it 
will meet at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon instead of 3 o'clock.

Unless the legislature at its next 
session abolisheg the position of 
special counsel of the state high- 
way commission Judge G. H, How- 
ard, formerly of Columbus but now 
of Atlanta, will be appointed to that 
position by Governor-elect Hard- 
wick, according to semi-officlal in- 
formation obtained Friday, The 
salary paid this gfficial is $4,200 a 
vear and the job is now held by 
S. D, Dell, of Jeff Davis county, who 
recently was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Dorsey to succeed H, J. Quine 
cey, resigned. 

While Governor-elect Hardwick 
neither denied nor confirmed the re- 
port that Judge Howard would be 
named for thig place Mr. Hardwick 
said the matter of whether or not 
the position is a sinecure is one that 
will be settled by the legislature. 
If the legislature feels that it is 
necessary it will be retained and 
otherwise it will be abolished. 


Judge Howard managed Mr. Hard- 
wick’s campaign in the primary 
elections. 

Mr. Hardwick ia now waiting for 
the annual report of the state high- 
way commission to obtain. informa- 
tion concerning the overhead ex- 
pense of that department. At pres- 
ent the department's operating costs 
is probably a little more than that 
of the state executive department. 
Friends of the highway department 
however, do not regard the over- 
head expenses of that department as 
too large in view of the widely dis- 
tributed work and tha/neceesity of 
employing engineers to supervise it. 

One interesting announcement 
made by the governor-elect Friday 
was that he will try to get in close 
personal touch with all state de- 
partments and with both branches 
Of the legislature.

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eecond, and in a few instances, third 
applicationg for relief. Many of 
hese last applications have been 
denied, but without public notice. 

“During the past six monthe there 
has been much criticism, some of 
it unparilamentary, of the commis- 
‘sion and the justness and reason- 
ableness of the increase granted, As 
& public omcte I have no protest 
to register against legitimate criti- 
cism. I sincerely welcome construc- 
tive, helpful, criticism and try to 
get benefit from such, I] recognise 
the fact that sometimes the very 
atmosphere about human activities 
ig such as to provoke criticiam of 
a whole lot of thinge, even scold- 
ing and @ little cussing. 

With jhe general decline\of bus- 
iness,” r. Candler declared, “the 
public utilities at once were. at- 
tacked by the patrons who wished 
to know if the utilities should not 
share the losses with the general 
public. The commigsion heard those 
arguments week after week, and 
the commission, as individuals, had 
a Vast deal of sympathy with the 
suggestions thus urged, 

“The argument, however," econ- 
tinued Mr. Candler, “was properly 
One tO be addreased only to the 
altruist or the philanthropist. It 
could not have been well laid at 
the door of the owners of these 
utilities. but the railroad commie- 
sion was utterly without power or 
the sanction ef law to enforce it 
in regulatory practice.” 

Reuben Arnold Speaks. 

In a brilliant address before the 
Georgia Bar association, meeting at 
Tybee island Thursday night, Reu- 
ben Arnold, the well-known Atlanta 
attorney, gave solemn warnin 
against the present tendencies o 
the times toward radicalism. “Hu- 
man beings need rest, and so do na- 
tions,” declared Mr, Arnold. More 
than anything else, the world needs 
@ rest in its tryout of new things.” 
The subject upon which Mr. Arnold 
spoke was “Tendeneles of the Times 
--Are We Going Forward or Back- 
ward.” - 

He said that we should realize 
that the world is here for a long 
time, and that there is plenty of 
time in which to try out new ideas, 
and that there may be great harm 
in doing things hastily, “We should 
not scrap the whole edifice of ciy- 
iligation,” he declared, “until we can 
furnish a better structure.” 

Mr. Arnold pointed out many tend- 
encies of the times which, he de- 
clared to be harmful, On the whole, 
however. his outlook was optimistic. 
He argued that change should not 
be mistaken for progress; that hu- 
man institutions have advanced 
slowly by fundamental mental pro- 
cesses, and that radicalism always 
destroys more than it builds. 

He said that this restlessness 
echaracterigtie of the times ig man- 
ifesting itself in “a constant hatch- 
ing out of new and bizarre ideas.” 
*] feel sometimes,” he said, “that 
if any wild notion is insisted on 
long enough and loudly enough, by 
a determined handful of people, the 
nation will finally accept it. We 
must be prepared to fight with more 
insistence and persistence on 
the part of those who would have 
things their way when we know 
they are wrong. All human prog- 
ress hag been slow in the past and 
must be slow in the future,” 

Edueation Vital. 

Mr. Arnold declared that educa- 
tlon of the people must be the final 
bulwark of any good government, 
or any social or political order. In 
this connection, he contrasted the 
chaos of Russia, where practically 
the whole mass of the peonte are 
ignorant, with the stability of Gere 
many, Where education has been 
universal and compulsory for more 
than a quarter of a century. He 
declared that not only must the 
people be educated, but they must 
be educated to an understanding 
of the principles of our government, 
and to thorough comprehension of 
the fact that ours is not a pure 
democracy, but a_ representative 
government, where power is not 
exercised by the people en masse, 
but by lawmakers, executives and 
eourts to whom the pewers of gov- 
ernment are delegated. / 

In conclusion, Mr. Arnold said: 
“Let us go slow in changing this 
marvelous system of government, 
under which we have come to be 
the most prosperous, the most pow- 
erful, the best governed and hap- 
piest people of the world.”

Mexico is not the terrible hive of 
brigandage and banditry we have 
imagined, but is a country of peo- 
ple striving to get on their feet 
financially and politically, desirous 
of receiving recognition from the 
United States government which 
will strengthen their chances for 
advancement, according to Bishop 
Wilbur P. Thirkield, representing 
the Methodist church in Mexico. 
Bishop Thirkield speaks exceed- 
ingly well, also, of President Obre- 
gon, stating that he is an execu- 
tive with his people’s interest a 


heart. 

Bishop Thirkield 1s well known in 
Atianta, since it was he who found- 
ed here in 1885 the Gammon ‘Taev- 
logical seminary for the training of 
colored ministers. He jert atianta 
in 1839¥ to take up his duties as sec- 
retary of the Kpworth league, en- 
tering into educationat work uatil 
1912, when he was made a member 
of the College of Kishups. He was 
president of Howard coliege for six 
years and his first Episcopal resi- 
dence was New VUrleans. He has re- 
cently returned to this country and 
has had, since his return, interviews 
on Mexican questions with both 
President Harding and Secretary of 
State Charies kK. Hughes. 

Sent to Mexicw. 

Since his appuintment as bishop 
to Mexico City he has spent four 
months in the republic and after 
two personal interviews with Pres- 
ident UOoregun, gives out the opin- 
ion that he is highly confident in 
the character and high purposes of 
the president of Mexico. He be- 
lieves that President Obregon has 
the interest of his people at heart 
and is striving to penefit and upiift 
the masses, both through the brvuad- 
ening of education and also in the 
wider distribution of land among 
the peon class. Asked as to the 
present situation and outlook for 
Mexico, he said: 

“At present there seems to be a 
complete state of peace, marked by 
a widening of prosperity sucb as has 
not obtained for the last ten years. 
The people are hopeful of a new 
and larger day. They are weary 
of revolution and large army groups 
have been disbanded. 

“I have found travel through Mex- 
ico perfectly safe. Even thsough- 
out the broad country districts. For 
instance, the Sunday before I left, 
I dedicated two churches far out in 
the country, reached by nearly 100 
miles of travel—by auto and on 
horseback. We had no thought of 
bandits. The fact is that is seems 
the bandits have moved out of Mex- 
ico and lhave taken up their work’ 
as desperadoes on American soil— 
judging from the newspaper ac- 
counts of train robberies, looting 
of banks, wayvlaying of bank mes- 
sengers and the like. Further, dur- 
ing the great railroad strikes, Pres- 
ident Obregon kept the trains run- 
ning and there was little violence 
manifested.”

“As an outcome of recent inter- 
views with President Harding and 
the secretary of state,” he said, “I 
am convinced that the administra- 
tion is strongly interested in find- 
ing a way to heal all differences 
between the states and Mexico.” 

The bishop also expressed him- 
self as heartily in favor of a bet- 
ter understanding and a more pro- 
nounced feeling of neighborliness 
between Mexico agd the United 
States, saying: 

“The largest future expansion of 
trade must in Latin-America. 
It is important that we hold the 
strong position we gained during 
the war. To do this we must, as 
early as possible, come to terms of 
recognition with Mexico, Mexico -is 
the key to the whole Latin-Ameri- 
ean situation—for they interpret 
our relations with Mexico as our 
relations with Latin-America.” 

Bishop Thirkield- comes to’ Amer- 
ica just after a trip as far south 
as Lima, Peru, in South America, 
with a British-American commit- 
tee. He superintended the purchase 
of a hospital building that covers 
an entire block, which will be un- 
der the supervision and direction 
of the Methodist church.

words and deals with the deep- 
seated causes of waste, and does nut 
consider “the present business cri- 
sis due in part to world wide waste 
and extravagance caused by the 
war,” as an excuse for’ transitory 
experiments, Dut as an opportunity 
to point out the need for perma- 
nent reform. 
* Plans Proposed. 

The committee outlined the fo!- 
lowing proposed program of gov- 
ernmental assistance to eliminate 
waste: 


“A natiopal industrial informa- 
tion service should be established 
to furnish more timely, reguiar 
and complete information covering 
current production and consumption 
and stocks of commodity; a nation- 
al statistical service should be es- 
tablished covering employment re- 
yuirements; a national policy re- 
garding public health should be 
fostered and encouraged; the na- 
tional program for industria! we- 
habilitation should be encou:aged 
and should offer opportunities ror 
education and placement to those 
having physical defects as weil as 
those handicapped because of in- 
dustrial accidents: a nation-wide 
program of industrial standardiza- 
tion should be encouraged in -on- 
junction with industria! interests; 
the government should recognize 
the necessity for a revision of such 
federal laws as interferine with 
the stabiliazation of industry; a 
body of principlés should be ac- 
cepted which could be developed 
for the adjustment and settlement 
of labor disputes.” 


Public support for the movement, 
the report said, should be brought 
about through public recognition of 
a greater stabilization of style to 
lessen the demoralizing effect of 
seasonal fluctuations, as well as a 
more even distribution throughout 
the year of. public demand. The 
chambers of commerce, the report 
said, should inaugurate anti-waste 
campaigns and collective purchas- 
ing agents should educate the pub- 
lic in better methods of buying. 


/ For Labor Co-operation. 


After emphasizing the need of re- 
form and improvement in fplant 
management and administrative pol- 
icies, the report urged the co-oper- 
Organized labor should develop 
stated. “The Attitude of .opposi- 
tion or indifference to. proper stand- 
ards for production should be 
changed to a frank and aggressive 
insistence on such standards; there 
should be a scientific examination 
of the basis for wages; certain un- 
ion rules should be modified in re- 
gard to machine operation, appren- 
tices and craft workers. distinctions 
which result in restriction of out- 
put; individual workers should re- 
alize their responsibilities for waste 
resulting from ill-health and dis- 
regard of safety measures.” 

Declaring that the annual] eco- 
nomic loss in the country through 
preventable diseases and death 
amounted to $3.000,000.000, the re- 
general use of 
safety methods already perfected. 
It was asserted that 75 per cent of 
the deaths and serious accidents in 
industry could be thus prevented. 

Days of Idleness. 

In regard to the number of days 
lost, the report said, “forty-two mil- 
lion persons lost 350,000,000 days 
from illness and disease and non- 
industrial accidents annually; 42 
per cent of the waste of ill alth 
is preventable; in 1919 there were 
3,000,000 industrial accide@ts result- 
ing in an economic loss to the coun- 
try of about $853,000,000; industrial 
accidents are caused by the careless- 
ness of the workmen and a lack of 
ordinary safeguards.” — 

Plant idleness came in for its 
share of the blame for waste. In the 
printing industry alone the report 
said an investment of more than 
$100,000,000 in stocks of paper car- 
ried to meet trade requirements 
eould be cut in half through stand- 
ardizatton in the brands of paper. 

The building industry was said 
to be about 60 per cent efficient. In 
the shoe industry the waste is 
put at about 32! per cent. The 
average plant in the metal trades 
group is from 25 per cent to 30 per 
cent behind keg best plant in out- 

ut per employee. 
ra ae readv-made clothing’ in- 
dustry. the renort said. it should be 
relatively easv to save three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars a (4ay—an 
increase of 40 per cent in e#ective- 
ness. The value of the oOutouf in 


this industry is put at $600,000,000 
a year.

White House Association. 


The White House association wae 
organized July 1, 1900, at the home 
of Mrs. Clifford Lanier, corner of 
Perry and Adams streets, for the 
specific purpose of purchasing the 
first white house of the Confedaracy 
and preserving it as a Confederate 
museum and library. It was char- 
tered Februray 5, 1901. 

The first officers were: 
regent. Mrs. Jefferson- Davis; re- 
gent, Mrs. J. D. Beale; first vice 
regent, Mrs. Virginia’ Clay Clopton: 
second vice regent, Mrs. Belle Al- 
len Ross; recording secretary. Mrs. 
Alfred Bethea; corresponding secre- 
tery, Mre John W. A. Sanford: treas- 
urer, Mrs, Chappell Cory; historian. 
Mrs. C. J. Hausman. 

Mrs. J. D. Beale moved to New 
York. She is now honorary life re- 
gent. Mrs. Belle Allen mas made 
regent, serving thirteen years, un- 
til January, 1919. Mrs. Chappell Cory 
succeeded Mrs. Ross as regent; Miss 
Pauline Hausman, first vice regent; 
Mrs. John Tilly, second vice regent: 
Mrs. . P. Watt. secretary; Mrs. 
Belle Allen Ross, corresponding 
secretary; Mre. Clifford - Lanter. 
treasurer: Mrs. George Ball, his- 
torian. 

On the night of July 13, 1919, a 
local newspaper asked me for an 
interview on the white house, stat- 
ing that the Louisiana Daughters 
of the Confederacy were to inaugu- 
rate a movement with the object of 
buying the building. Without grant- 
ing an interview, but determining 
that the time had come (ffor. the 
White House association to act I 
boarded a train for LaGrange that 
night and after negotiations with 
the Render heirs closed the deal. 
The next day I announced the pur- 
chase to the newspapers and soon 
after secured an option for a lot 
upon which to place the building. 
Today on this lot, through the long 
struggling efforts of the -White 
House association, the noble praise- 
worthy act of our legislature of 
1919 for an appropriation of twenty- 
five thousand dollare. and the un- 
wavering hand of Governor Kil- 
by, who signed the bill and his fine 
words he would not veto, the south 
owes a debt for the beautiful pres- 
ervation of the first White House 
of the Confederacy.

Harding’s Message to Business. 

Governor Harding, of the federal reserve board, told members of 
the National Automobile Chamber of Commerce at their annual bust- 
ness meeting here that the federal reserve system was in a better 
position today than ever before to extend credit to legitimate business 


and that its governing authorities are anxious to be be of assistance‘ 


in every possible way. He added that there will be no discrimination 
by any reserve bank against any class of paper offered for rediscoupt; 
all'paper being offered for rediscount being treated solely on its merit, 
- Governor Harding’s talk resulted from the feeling held by auto- 
ibile people that they have been subjected to discrimination since 
the federal reserve board in the face of the approaching credit crisis 
issued its warning many months ago to exercise discrimination as be- 
tween paper of essential and non-essential. industries. is 
After pointing out that there had been a rea! finanefal and econ- 


omic ¢risis a year ago, the dangers of which have since been passed. 
Governor Harding used the occasion to express the ‘belief thaf* fhe

Realizing or liquida- 
tions \.as promoted by reports of 
favorable weather in the south, the 
continuance of the British labor 
troubles, and a feeling that holders 
of spot cotten in the south were 
willine to supply buyers on com- 
uivances. Other- 
wise, however, no selling pressure 
was reported and the market was 
‘very quiet towards the end of the 
week with the undertone steady.

SHARP REVERSALS 


IN GRAIN PRICES 


Chicago, June 3.—Sharp setbacks 
in the price of wheat took place 
today after the market had touched 
new high record quotations for the 
July delivery.

JAPAN APPROVES 
DISARMING PLANS 


Washington, June 3.—Approval 
of the idea of disarmament was ex- 
pressed by Japan in a reply dated 
April 26 to an inquiry*sent by the 
league of nations to all its mem- 
bers as to their attitude toward dis- 
armament, according to a statement 
containing the text which was is- 
sued tonight at-the Japanese. em- 
bassy here. 

At the same time the opinion was 
expressed in the reply that it would 
be opportune to execute the recom- 
mendations of the assembly of the 
league for a reduction of military 
budgets to appoint “not to exceed 
for the first two financial years 
following the next financial year 
the sum total . . provided for in 
the latter plans which it is now 
studying. The recommendation of 
the assembly, it was explained, was 
put forward as a program “pending 
the full execution of the measures 
for the reduction of armaments 
recommended by Article 8 of the 
covenants. 

The inquiry was sent on March 
8 last to all government member 
of the league, but it was said here 
tonight that only the Japanese re- 
Ply had been made public at Gene- 
va, although several replies had 
been received by the secretary gen- 
eral of the league. The following 
English translation of the text was 
given out as follows: 

“The Japanese government, with 
a view to the maintenance of world 
peace, earnestly desires that all 
countries come, in conformity® with
